WASHINGTON, June 20.—Final action on tho

After the call of states for bills, a motiou will 
be made to pass, under suspension of the rule, 
Representative Miler’s bill increasingthe stand- 
ivg sppropriation for militia. The iavaltil 
pension committee will also make an effort to 
bave yassed a substitute for the Blair pension 
bell. On Tuesday Mr. Morrison will renew his 


motion io consider the tariff bill, 
Nothing has developed siace 
Thursday's vote to justify the 


assumption that the house will reconsider its 
action on the subject. On Tuesday afcernoon 
the sundry civil bill will be called up, and 
probabiy the remainder of the week will! be 
consumed in its consideration. 

_ In the senate Mr. Beck iutends tomorrow to 
insist upon action on the bill to prohibit 
members of congress from acting as attorneys 
for subsidized railroads. It was passed by a 
large majority and without debate, but is held 
upon tbe table by Senator Hawley’s motion to 
reconsider the former vote. Thi3 motion is 
not Gebatable under the rules, but they 
may not bs invoked, sigce Senator Beck has 
expressed a willingness to hear what the op-

Twenty years ago he was a music teacher in 
asmali village in the Catskill mountains and 
dnring hisstay there he befriended an Ena- 
glishman by lending him $25. The English- 
man soon after disappeared without repaying 
the loan. Mr. Dayelaims to have received 
from Australia evidence that he was made 
the heir of this Englishman, who had acquired 
a property estimated at $5,900,009 or 36,000,-

His phys- 
ciausand friends urged him to rest, for his 
beaith bad failed alarmingly, buat he refused 
vntit it became certain that Gladstone wou!d 
so tothe English peop'+ on the Irish issue, and 
then he suddenly decice: tocross the ocean. 
Peing asked before his (:parture if he would 
replied: “I ex- 
rectto. At all events, I sha‘! proffer my ser- 
vices, and I have had an intim tion that they 
will be acceptable. Such oratory as I am 
capable of shall beat the command of the 
cause of Irishmen’s rights in their own land. 
Probably this is my last chance to help a good 
movement.” 

“You may find antagonistic audiences,”’ 
suggested 

“Unless I[doI shall notspeak atall,” Mr. 
Beecher replied. “What would be the practi- 
cal value of my talk ifit were only heard by 
persons who already agreed with me? No; I[ 
shall ask tobe sent into cities where the feel- 
Ing against the Irish is strongest. in order that 
I may have the opportunity to render actual 
assistance. Ihave been mobbed by an Eng- 
lish pepulace for speaking for the negro. I 
can stand the same sort of treatment again if 
I know thatI don’t deserve it. My route 
isn’t made out. I shall do more or less lectur: 
ing, under the management of my usual 
agent, for I’ve got to make my expenses 
somehow, you know. But my labor of love 
shall be done in Gladstone’s canvass. What 
shalll say? O, forone thing I shall under- 
take toteach my hearers to distinguish be-

tween the scoundreily dynamiter and the 


innocent peasant—between the professional 
agitator and the actually down-trodden. My 
heart isiu thisissue.

THE SCARED HUSBAND 


Who Imagines that His Wife Seeks His 
Death. 

San ANTONIO, Tex. June 20.—F rank J. 
Bietel, a wealthy lumber merchant, against 
whom his 15 year-old wife has brought a suit 
for divorce, the ailegations on both sides being 
as rich, rare and racy asa New York scandal 
in high life, was in court, but the wife secured 
a continuance until the next term, in the 
meantime enjoying alimony to the extent of 
$100 per month. Bietel now charges that a 
scheme has been set on foot to assassinate him, 
believing that it has grown out of the above 
suit. He says:

MOBBED BY CHINAMEN. 


The Adventure of a Missionary’s Family 
with Angry Natives, 


INDIANAPOLIS. June 20.—A letter which has 
just been received here from the wife of Al- 
bert Fulton,a VPresbyterin missionary sent 
from this city to Kwai-peng, China, gives a 
thrilling account of howthey narrowly es- 
caped death at the hands of a Chiaesa mob. 
Mrs. Fulton writes that their home and their 
new little hospital, where sick and wounded 
soldiers were being given Christian attention, 
were asssanited by a mob of students and 
their servants, who were incensed because the 
gambling places bad been closed by the magis- 
trate. Wanting something to do, they came 
out tosee what the “foreign devils,” as the 
missionaries were called, were doing. 

Mr. Fuiton, realizing that the mob was bent 
on mischief and plunder, hurriedly went in 
search of the magistrate and soldiers, leaving 
the women lecked up in the house. These 
barred the doors and prepared for an assault. 
The mob endeavored to burst open the doors. 
Threats of killing and butchering were heard, 
and when the mob began to pile hay ard 
tamboo at the frent door the missionaries 
hurriedly pinned the viceroy’s proclamation 
and passports to their skirts and taking an in- 
fant in arms made an escape through the side 
door, followed by a wild and hooting mob, 
using terrible Jangnage. : 

“IT turned totkem,”’ says Mrs. Fulton, “and 
said, ‘here we are: now see us, but don’t you 
care touch us. We came here to heal your sick 
avé do vou good and yet you treat us like this. 
We bave sick soldiers in the hospital sent here 
bythe military mandarin. He is our friend 
andif yeu in any way injure us he will give 
you what you deserve. They understood 
what I said and cxelaimed, ‘Why, she spaaks 
our dialect.’ But they did not cease their 
terrible threats and pressed closer upon the 
two wonien, who were finally. rescued by the 
coldiers. Mr. Fulton had been stoned while 
ruuning tothe magistrate’s residence to get 
the soldiers tocome to the rescue. The family 
inst everything and do not even possess a 
change of clothing.

THE ENGLISH -CANVASS. 


THE LEADERS APPEARING BEFORE 
THE PUBLIC. 


Sir Michee! Hicks- Beach is Afraid that the Tendency 
is Toward Separation—The Present Status of 
the Contest—Childers’s Electoral Mani- 
festo—Other Foreign News Items. 

LONvDON, June 20.—Sir Michel Hicks Beach 
addressed the electers of Bristol yesterday. 
He saidthe government schemes would be 
dishonorable to Great Britain and disastrous 
to Ireland, and must lead to separation or 
civil war. The rights of Ireland in regard to 
the government were neither more nor less 
than those of Great Britain. 

“We ought,” he continued, “to equalize for 
the possible political privileges and disabili- 
ties throughout kingdom, for which object the 
imperial parliameut should be in Ireland as 
well asin Great Britain supreme in practice 
and in theory. Under the union Ireland has 
full representation and accruing {nfluence. 
Political organizations cannot be permitted 
to seek their through intimidation 
backed by outrage and crime. He says 
the prevention of this is not coercion, but the 
vindication of constitutional freedom. The 
political instincts ¢f Ireland cannot be satis- 
ficd by plans for depriving ber sons of a full 
share in the government of theempire. Con- 
cessions wou!d only promote further disinte- 
gration. In such a crisis the old dividing 
party lines ought to be forgotten, and one 
great effert made to preserve the unity 
upon which depends the strength of the em- 


nic

pire. 

Mr. Childers, chancellor of the exchequer, 
in an electoral manifesto, advocates an Irish 
clective parl‘ament, empowered to deal with 
purely local matiers. He says he cannot con- 
sent toany pian for dividing power between 
an Irish and an imperial parliament incon- 
sistent with the supremacy of the latter. 

The Parneliites appointed to take charge of 
the Irish vote in Great Britain will leave 
Tuesday for the various districts to which 
they are assigned. ThomasO’C snnor will re- 
main in London and be assisted by Dr, O’Doh- 
eity and B. Kelly. A great demonstration 
will be held Wednesday at St. James 
hall in favor of the Gladstonian 
candidates in the metropolitin districts. A 
ceputation of Ulster Piotestant3, consisting of 
clergym¢n, magistrates and merchants, in 
favor of home rule, is coming to London to 
address the several meetings, under the aus- 
pices of the British home rule ass)ciation. 

CHURCHILL'S MANIFESTO. 

Lord Randolph Churchill’s manifesto to the 
electors of Paddtngton says: 

‘A people’s dissolution has come upon us. Such 
is the title given by Gladstone to the most wanton 
political convulsion that in our timesjhas aflicted 
thiscountry. By the caprice of an individual 
cievated to dignity by the act of the people, by 
the bountless egotism of the premier, the kingdom 


is to be disupited for the purpose of 
se¢uring office, if onlv for a little while, 
by the aid of. Bdisloyal factions subsisting 


upon foreign gold. The government has been de- 
serted by all who cou!d confer upon its character 
or reputation. Giadstone has _ reserved for his 
cloting days a conspiracy against the honor of 
Great Britain andthe welfare of Ireland, more 
startlingly base and nefarious than any of those 
numerous designs and plots that for a quarter ofa 


century have occupied his imagination. 
Nor are the resuits of the repeal of 
the union 4 matter moment to 


him. Nopractical responsibility will fall upon his 
shoulders. He regards with inconceivable frivol 
its the fact that upon his successors wiil devolve 
the impossible labor of rebuilding the shattered 
cmpire. Let the credulous electorate give him a 
merioity, to aid which another Irish revolution 
may be consummated, and this most moderate of 
ministers will be satisfied to complacently retire 
to the repose for which nature cries aloud—the 
;ature to whose cries he has so ‘ong turned a deaf 


car. 

Churchill stigmatizes the home rule bill as 
“insanity, trefiicking in treason. condoning 
crime, exalting disloyalty, abasing loyalty, 
aud a wonstrous mixture of imbecility, ex- 
travagance aud political hysterics.” He rili- 
cules the anticipated beneficial results from 
the bil], and atlirms that “the united and c»n- 
centrated genius of bed!am would strive 
in vain to produce a more 
striking tissue of absurdities than those 
gravely recommended by senile vanity to a 
people renowned for common sence. Churc4- 
ili strongly denounces the one man power and 
holds Gladstone responsible for the commer- 
cial depresssion, delayed reforms, suffering 
from injustice and lawlessness in _ Ire- 
land. discredit and bloodshed abroad and 
colonial alienation. He al3o speaks of 
Gladstone asthe ‘‘vetrayer of Khartoum,guilty 
of Gordon’s death, the patentee of the Penj- 
deh shame, rejected by the democratic house 
of commons, no lopger able to conceal bis per- 
conality under shelter of the liberal party, 
avoided by the leading lights of non-con- 
formity, bow demanding a vote of confidence 
to himself, a political expedient borrowed 
from the worst days of the second empire,” 
Churcbill concludes: 

“Gentlemen—It is time some one should speak 
out. J] have written you plainly, some may think 
strongly, but whatever the English vocabulary 
may contain of plainness and strength, is in ate- 
quate to describe truly or point realistically the 
present political position at this critical moment. 
We have not to deal with a government party or 
rolicy, but witha man who makes the most un- 
yaralleled claim of dictatorial power conceiv 
able by freemen. For that reason 
have deliberately addressed myself to the personal 
aspectof the question, and have drawn the char- 
ecter of the claimant from recent history. Glad- 
stone. at Edinburgh, on Friday, recommended 
himself tothe country in the name of Almighty 
God. Others cannot and would not emulate such 
audacious profanity, but I dare, soliciting a re- 
newal of your confidence to recommend to you 
the policy of the unionist party, in the name ot 
cur common country and of the great empire 
upon whose unity and effective maintenauce so 
largely depend the freedom, happiness and prog- 
rets of mankind. 

GLADSTONE IN SCOTLAND. 

Asa result of the Saturday incident, the })9- 
l'ce today counselled Gladstone to drive to 
church. Notwithstanding the Scotch antipa- 
thy to driving on Sunday, the carriage was 
accompanied by crowds, snd upon returning to 
the hotel he was even cheered. 

“Eh mon.’ said an onlooker, “they’re cheer- 
ing on Sunday.” ae 

The News says Chamberlain’s speech on 
Saturday, though we may attach over much 
significance to it, indicates that he may be 
foand supporting the bill when it appears in 


autumn. The News urges Chamberiain, on 
the yround that his present action 
is tending to elevate Salisbury, 


if he really desires to reunite the liberals, to 
assist the Gladstonians in the present strag- 
gle. By sodoing he would be in a position 
to assist in moulding the new bill according to 
his wishes. Commenting on the Churchill 
manifesto it says: “We may i well 
ask Chamberlain whether he is prepared to 
commit the destinies of the country to this 
political spirit. The manifesto is as insulting 
to Ireland as to Gladstone, and is such an ex- 
préesion of passion as is, happily, unusual in 
English politics.” 


Heavy Losses by Fire. 

Saw Francisco, June 20.—A fire today de- 
stroyed R K. Thompson’s building wica all 
the contents, on Main street, between Market 
and Mission streets. The loss on the building 
is $40,000. The lower portion, occupied by 
Tatum & Bower, dealer in lubricating oils and 
machinery, who lose $140,000. The Schmidt, 
label and lithographing company occupied the 
upper part of the building and lose $140,099. 


The Prisoners Convicted. 

DECASEVILLF, June 20.—The trial of the 
miners charged with the murder of Saperia- 
tendent Watriao, is concluded. Bodel was con- 
demned to eight years’ penal servitude, and 
Rescare. Blanc and Caussanel to imprisouments 
of seven, six and five years respectively. The 
other prisoners were acquitted. 


3 A LIFE FOR A SENTIMENT. 


Seventeen Years “tartyrdom for Love of a 
oman. 

CuicaGco, June 20.--The iron doors of the 
Joliet penitentiary were throwh open last 
Tuesday afternoon and a man came slowly out 
of the stone enclosure. He was thirty-six 
years old, and almost half bis life had been 
pazsed in the penitentiary. Everything was 
strangetohim. The light blinded him, for 
all these long years his eyes had become ar- 
customed to the dul! gloom of the prison. He 
walked with an uncertain step. Long habit 
had taught him to walk in acertain way, and 
this habit he tried to overcome. He movedin 
a zigzag course, inhaled deep draughts of the 
fresh air, looked in a curious fashion at the 
green foliage, and what ecstacy he felt is 
known only tohimself, It was his first hour 
of freedom in seventeen years. He was chang- 
ed so much that his nearest friends could hard- 
ly recognize him. His hair was prematurely 
giay, though a strangely youthfal look beam- 
cd from his face. His features were good; he 
looked the picture of health, and weighed 
1S pounds. «He worea good suit of black 
clothes and a derby hat, and from his vest de- 
pendod a heavy gold watch chain. 

This man was ‘i'homas Stewart, who, March 
16, 1669, was sent to Joliet for life, for murdar. 
Stewart, now, for the first time, avers that he 
never committed the deed. The story of the 
crime, as told by bim to a friend the night of 
his release from prison, is a most singular 
chapter in the narrative of strange experi- 
ences. The: friend to whom Stewart laid 
bare hissecret was his half brother, Captain 
P,C Feeny,an attorney, well known in the 
ceurts of this city. Itwasafterdark. Stew- 
art had been dwelling for sometime on his 
life in the penitentiary, when he happened to 
luok out the window. The moon wa3 sailing 
majestically through the heavens, Fora mo- 
ment Stewart was fascinated at the sight. 
‘ Captain,’’said he, “it is the first time I have 
seen the moon in seventeen years.” 

The recollection of the two men went back 
eeventeen years, when Stewart was a lad of 
nineteen. He was an industrious voung fel- 
low, of Scotch-Irish parentage, and had the 
lively temperament. of the one race andthe 
frugal, steady habits of the other. He was 
employed as a clerk in a grocer’s store on 
South Clark street, and while there became 
infatuated with a woman who used to make 
her table purchases of him. This woman, 
Eliza Reilly, was a frail creature, rather pret- 
ty, and who livedon Jackson street, near La- 
saile, where the (Grand Pacific hotel now 
stands. Stewart visited her frequeatly. Among 
cther visitors the woman had was Harry 
Hurlburt, alias “Dice,” a sailor from Buffalo. 
He was a burly fellow, harshin his treatment 
ofthe womananrd they had many «quarrels. 
The second week in January, in 1369, Hurl- 
burt spent nearly allthetime in the womin’s 


room. Oneevening the noise of a quarrel was 
heard. The tumnlt increased, loud voices 


were heard; then a shot was fired. Whenthe 
police ran up stairs they found Hurlburt dead 
and Stewart and the woman inthe room. 
The two latter were arrested and bound over 
to the grand jury by Justice Milligen. 
“Charley” Reed, who has lately come into 
odor in New York, was serving |:is first term 
8s state attorney. He was young, ambitious 
to gain a reputation, and devoted ali his time 
to the prosecution of the case. He thought 
Stewart was the murderer and so did the po.

Judge Jameson, who passed judgment on 
him, afterward signed an «application for his 
pardon, Stewart's friends were active in his 
behalf. Hetoldthem very little, and in a!l 
their relations with him they noticed that 
his chief wish was to protect the woman as 
much as possible. 

It now turns out, according to Captain 
Feeny, that Stewart’s boyisn devotion to the 
woman caused him to voluntarily go to the 
penitentiary for life. He is reported as saying 
last night that he was not present when the 
killing took place. Acco ding to his story 
the woman and Hurlbert had been engaged in 
one of their frequent quarrels. He was so 
abusive to her that asa means of self-protec- 
tion shearmed herself with a revolver. Hurl- 
bert was violent, and swore he would beat 
her. He did strike her, and the womin 
shot him, She was s‘anding with the 
smoking revolver in her hand, too terrified to 
move. when Stewart entered. She gave him 
the: revolver mecbanically; and, half frigat- 
ened atthe sight of the dying man, he held 
the weapon in anervous clutch while the 
woman tried to staunch the flow of blood 
from Hurlbert’s woand. The next instant 
the police entered. They found Stewart with 
the revolver in his hand, and immediately 
surmised he was the murderer. He say; that 
purely on accountof the woman he never 
cpened his lips to the contrary.

OUR ART LETTER. 


THE FRENCH SALON OF 1886 DE- 
SCRIBED. 


The Principal Pictures Under Review—An Age in 
Which Art Exhausts Her Treasures om the 
Pec ple—Some of the Noted Works Which 
Attract Attention — Art Notes. 


New York, June 19—{Special.}—We woer- 
tainly ought to be thankful that we livein an 
age of pictures. We have only to look around 
us if we wish to find not on!y natural beauties 
but masterpieces of the painter's brash and 
artist's penc.l. No sooner had the French 
ralon openedin Paris, when simultaniously 
with that opening perfect reproductions of 
the principal pictures are offered for sale in 
New York. Although devoid of beauteous 
coloring, we have the perfect picture and cane 
feast oureyes on the values and tones of a 
faultiess photogravure. Glancing over a 
choice volume of these illustrations one is 
struck with the seriousness of the sudjects— 
something new for, French art:—for the 
artists, charactcristic of the people, although 
thorough in many respects, often waste much 
good work vupon frivolous subjects. The 
Frenchman’s devotion for the nude in art is 
growing to be a material weakness and al- 
though thereis nothing more beautiful thau a 
perfect female form, yet we do not wish to see 
it introduced into every composition, The 
salon cf 1586 may, in this respect, be called a 
departure from previous exhibitions, Bougue- 
reau’s‘Cupid Disarmed,’Carolus Duran’s nade 
female reveling among rich draperies, and a 
few others, being ones worthy of mention. 

Julies Breton who, it will be remembered, 
painted “Tre Communicants,” lately exhibited 
in the Morgan collection, is represented by a 
very poetical composition entitled “Supper ia 
the Field,” which represents three peasant 
women preparing a frugal meal over some hot 
embers. The day has just closed and the 
scere is bathed in a kind of hazy atmosphere, 
the smoke from the fire slowly oozing 
up in graceful curves, In the 
distance, barely descernable, can be 
seen Other field hands walking wearily home- 
ward, but these three in the {ureground, over- 
come by fatigue, are heartily enjoying their 
potatoes and bread by the wayside—a reward 
which they have earned by a hard day’s 
work. Their faces, hands and feet are 
carefully painted, the anatomical construc- 
tion being well rendered and executed with 
considerable finish, while the ground is effec- 
tively Jaid in with vigorous brush strokes, 
with just enough detail notto detract from 
the harmony of the picture. While looking 
at this group we are impressed with the great 
success of the®artist. So perfectly is the type 
represented that we not only enjoy their re- 
past with them, but we fall into perfect sym- 
pathy with their life. Not only do we see 
them at their evening meal, but follow them 
through their various duties during the day. 
Indeed, the picture suggests so many interest- 
ing features that we enjoy, indulging the im- 
agimation until its pleasure has no limit, 
When an artist’s conception impresses us this 
way, art has certainly achieved its greatest 
excellence. for the picture caunot be seen too 
often. and its facility for offering hours of re- 
newed intellectual enjoyment never can be 
diminished. To properly appreciate this pic- 
ture, forget yourself for one moment. Go 
with meto the prosperous gardens and fields 
of southern France, where the peasantry en- 
joy ihe humble incidents which each day 
bLiriugs—a people Sincerely devoted to their 


church and their home. Watch them, as the 
kine day clotes, gather their rude imple- 
ments. and with tired, yet contented faces, 
begin their homeward march. As the sun’s 
‘e-:rtng rey bathes the valiey witha ruddy 
glow, the anveius bell from 
thre cistaut vil aze rings the call 
for yisyer and thanksgiving fur the close of 
eucther prosperous day and for the dawn ofa 
fairercre’ Each peasant stops and with fold- 
(d hands and bowed head a silent prayer is 


offered, which ascends heavenward with the 
lingering tones of the bell. Some halt by the 
wayside and prepare their humble meal and 
here we have them in Breton’s picture just as 
we saw them a few moments ago. They are 
real peasants, and they are bathed in an at- 
mosphere that is at once real and impressive. 

This is what artists cal] sentiment, such as 
Miilet painted and which we can easily see in 
Jules Breten’s “un repas dans la plaine.”’ 

i.con Bonnat contributed a two-thirds por- 
trait of M. Pasteur, which shows the celebrat- 
ed doctor standing erect withone hand half- 
concealed in his closely buttoned’ coat. By 
his side stands a pretty little girl five or six 
years old, which I take to be his little daugh- 
ter. as she holds his band affectionately. The 
sulj ct has a good face, rather studious in ex- 
pres-ion, with a full, high forehead. His 
beard and mustache, which are not very heavy, 
is partially mingled with gray. If one did 
not know the learned coctor’s profession, he 
would be taken for a statesman, but this im- 
preseion is not against him, and as Gonnat al- 
waye succecds in producing a strong likeness 
it must be an excellent por- 
trait. It is refreshing to see 
a waninthis day of pride and display who 
fee|s independent of the world’s hollow praise. 
M. Pasteur has received medals and honora- 
ble testimonials from allthe civilized world, 
hutfhe carefully lays them aside and continues 
his scientific experiments, and in this por- 
trait he appears plainly dressed in a neatly 
fitting black coat, 


“A Roman Slave Market” is a fine composi- 
tion by Boulander, full of interesting figures. 
pon a platform halt covered by an awning, 
standsthree young women, thinly clad, to- 
gether with two ordinary slaves anda young 


girl and little: box. Some are standing, 
looking defiant, white others, 
overcome with grief are lean- 


ing against the wall with faces half hilden. 
ach havea smail placard tied around the 
neck with age and price attached, Sittinga 
little in advance is a tough looking old Ro- 
man. who guards these unfortunate creatures. 
He is greedily eating something from a bowl 
and sits with his legs hanging over the plat- 
form. Mr. Boulanger has succeeded in paiat- 
ing a chapter of history which is interesting 
in spite of its unpleasantness, We remember 
the accidental poses of the unfortunate vic- 
tims as somethiug we have actually seen, and 
rext to our admiration for the artist’s work 
our heart goesout in sympathy for their pain- 
ful situation. 


Jean Tau] Laurens contributes a masterly 
eompotition in his picture entitled “Le (irand 
Incuisiteur chez les rois Catholiques.”

THE “GOLD GUNNY-SACK MAN,” 


A Famous Minivg Prospector Found Dead 
ina Wyoming Cabin.

And then an abrupt termination. The writer 
of his own and hiscompanious’ obituary was 
prevented by some caure from adding any 
thing further to the mournful record. The 
bunters dug a deep grave inthe floor of the 
cabin which bad witnessed the iast agonies of 
the entrapped men, and reverently retarn- 
ed the long exposed remains to meter earth. 
The party then set forth, guided by the in- 
junction, ‘Due south ten miles,” to search for 
the mine ana the treasure buried there. The 
search lasteA a month without resulé, and the 
party came intothe railroad, laid in a supply 
of provisions, and will spend the summer ig 
the search. 

There is ro doubt but that the remains 
found are those of “the man of the golden 
gunpy sack’ and histwo companions. This 
man is famous in the wild traditions of the 
mountains, and his story, or that portion of 
it known to be trne, is as follows:

Their Disposition to Enter Into Petty Liti- 
gation. 

DARIEN, Ga, June 20.—/Spezcia!.}—Sailors 
are strange beings. They are never satisfied— 
never pleased. 

During the last six weeks quarrels between 
ship masters and sailors have been more nu- 
merous than ever, and the facts in these cases 
warrant some striking conclusions. 

The average sailor has an unaccountable 
veneration for consuls, magistrates and judi- 
cia] investigations. 

Any cone who by authority can inquire into 
his many and often imaginary grievances he 
instinctively worships. But to let a matter in 
dispute drop, however trifling the difference, 
or however costly the inquiry, would b2 out 
of the question. If during a voyage 
his rations have not come uptothe mark in 
quantity or quality, he will have the matter 
looked into when safe in port,it matters nat 
ifthe investigation should co:t him twoor 
three months wages. 

The criticisms which follow every change 
of sail, and every little maneuvre at sea are 
well known to any one who has made atrip 
in @ Sailing vessel. 

Such expressions as follow are the order of 
the day: 

‘“‘What in the world is the old man think- 
ing about? The idea of setting more sai! now 
and all those dark clouds coming up in the 
east.” 

“‘Wonder what the old man isscared of now? 
The darned old foo! never will get usinto port 
at thisrate. Shortening sail, and the weather 
just as fine asit can be. Well, I’ll be blamed.”’ 

“This isthe meanest old skipper afloat,’ 
Chorus—‘‘Meanest afloat.”’ 

“The grub is fit for nothing but 
Chorus—‘‘Grnb fit for hogs.” 

“We will make the old scoundrel] sweat for 
starving honest men at sea.’ Chorus—We 
will make him sweat.” 

‘The rotten old craf is untit for sea any- 
way.” Cbhorus--—‘‘Unfit for sea.” 

“The gear is rusty and broken and we are 
working ourselves to death, because the old 
skunk is too stingy to have it fixed.’”’ Choras— 
“Stingy old skunk.” 

“Bat if there is such a thing as justices we 
will have it when we arrive.’ Chorus—‘‘We 
will have justice.”’ 

The latest hardship which has come under 
the immediate notice of our shipping fraterni- 
ty involvesto much revolting cruelty tobe 
eonbrigned to oblivion. 

A certain Norwegian captain at Doboy, be- 
ing an enthusiastic sportsman, killed a great 
quantity of ducks daily, and the sailors were 
for four or five days in succession subjected to 
duck eating.

Some say they were not ravens 
iitelut that the words translated “ravens” 
wtext ought to have been translated 
“The 
Arafs brought bread and flesh in the moraing, 
and bread and flesh in the @vening.”

Hew away at this miracle until all the mir- 
aclejs gone. Goon with the depleting pro- 
cess, but know, my brother, that you are rob- 
bing only one man—and that is yourself—of 
one of the most comforting, beautifal, pathet- 
ic and triumphant lessons in allthe ages.

On the banks of what rivers bave been the 

great battles of the world? While you are 

locking over map of the world to 

answer that, I will tell you that the great 

conflict today is on the Thames, on the 
, ee Hudeoo, on the Mississippi on the 
é Kennebcc, on the Savannah, on the Rhine, on 


. : the Nile. on the Ganges, on the Hoang-Ho. It 
is a battle that has been going on for six thon- 
sand years. The troops engaged in it are 
fourteen hundred millions, and those who 
have fallen are vaster in numbers than those 
whowarch, Itisa battle for bread. Senti- 
mentalists sit in a cushioned chair, in their 
pictured study, with their slippered feet ov a 
damesk ottoman, and say that this world is a 
vteat scene of avarice and greed.

I give food, clothing anf education to those 
who are dependent upon me?” Oh, tf God 
would help me today to assist you in 
the ‘olution of that problem thé ha>- 
pieet man in this house would be 
your preacher, I have gone out on # cold 
morning with expert sportsmen to hunt for 
pigeons; I have gone out on the meadows to 
bunt for quail; I have gone ont on tho 
marsh to hunt for: reed birds: bat this morn- 
ing 1 am ont for ravens. 


Notice, in the first place, in the story of m 
text, that these winged caterers ms to Bin 
jah directly from God. “I have commanded 
the ravens that they feed thee,” we find (od 
saying in an adjoiniog passage. They did not 
come out of some other cave. They did not 
just bappen to alight there, God freighted 
them, God launched them, and God told them 
by what cave to swoop. That is the same God 
that is going to supply you. He is your 
Father. You would have to make an elab- 
orate calculation before you could tell me how 
meny pounds of food and how many yards of 
clothing would be necessary for you and your 
family; but God knows withoutany caiculation. 
You have a plate at His table and you 
to be waited ov, unless you 
act like a naughty child and kick and scram- 
ble and pound saucily the, plate and try to 
upset things. God has a vast family, and ev- 
erything is methodised, and you are going to 
be served if you will only wait your turn. 
God has already ordered all the suits of 
clothes you will ever need, down to the last 
suitin which you shall be laid out. God has 
already ordered all the food you will ever 
eat, duwn to the last crumb that will be put 
in yourmouthin the dying sacrament. It 
may notle justthe kind of food or apparel 
we would prefer. The sensible parent de- 
perds cn bis own judgment as to what ought 
to be the apparel and the food of the minor in 
the iamily. The child would say: “Give me 
sugers and confections,” “Oh, no,” says the 
parent, “you must have something plainer 


frst?’ The child would S29: 
“Oh, give me these great 
bletches of color im the garment.” “No,” 


says the parent, ‘that woulda’t be suitable.” 

Now, God is our Father and we are minors, 
end He is going to clothe and feed us, 
szithough He may not always yield to our in- 
fsntile wish for sweets and glitter. These 
ravens of the text did not bring pomegranates 
from the glittering platter of King Ahab. 
They brought bread and meat. God had all 
the heavens and the earth before Him 
and under Him, and yet he sends this plain 
food, because it was best for Elijahto have it. 
Oh, be strong, my hearer, in the fact, that the 
same God is going tosupply you! It is never 
“hard times” with Him. His ships never 
His banks never fail. 
He has the supply for you and _ he 
has the means for sending it. He has not only 
the cargo but the ship. Ifit were necessary 
He would swing out from the heavens a flock 
of ravens reaching from His gate to yours, 
until the food would be flung down the sky 
from beak to beak and from talon to talon. 

Notice again in this story of the text that 
the ravens did not allow Elijah to hoard up a 
surplus. They did not bring enough on Mon- 
day to Jast all the week. They did not bring 
enough one morning to last until the next 
morning. ‘They came twice a dayand brought 
just enough for one time. You know as well 
as J, that the great fret of the world is that we 
want a surplus—we want the ravens to bring 
enough for fifty years. You have more confi- 
dence in the Fulton bank or Nassau bank or 
bank of England than you have in the royal 
bank of neaven. You say:‘All thatis very poetic 
but you may have the black ravens: give me 
the gold eagles,’ We had better be content 
with just enough. If in the morniag your 
family eat up all the food there is in the 
house, do not sit down and cry and say: 
“I don’t know where the next meal 
is to come from.’ About five or six or seven 
o’clock in the morning, just look up and you 
will see two black spots on the sky, and you 
will hear the flapping of wings, and instead 
of Edgar A. Poe’s insane raven alighting on 
the chamber door, “only this and nothing 
more,’ you will find Elijah’s two ravens, or 
the two ravens of the Lord, the one bringing 
bread and theother bringing meat—plumed 
butcher and baker. 

(:od is infinite in resource. When the city 
of Reechelle was besieged and the inhabitants 
were dying of the famine, the tides washed 
up onthe beach as never before, aud as never 
since, enough shell fish to feed the whole 
city. God is good. There is no mistake 
about that. History tells us that in 1555 in 
England there was a great drought. The 
crops failed, but in Essex, on the rocks, in a 
place where they had neither sown nor cul- 
tured, a great crop of peas grew until they 
filled a hundred measures; and there were 
blossoming vines enongh, promising as much 
more, 

But why goso far’? I can give you a family 
incident. Some generations back there was a 
vreat drought in Connecticut, New Englnnd. 
‘Che water disappeared from the hills, and the 
farmers living on the hills drove their cattle 
down toward the vaileys and had them sup- 
plied at the wellsand fountains of the neigh- 
bers. But these, after awhile, began to fail, 
and the neighbors said to Mr. Birdseye, of 
whom I shall speak: ‘‘You must not send your 
flocks and herds down here any more, our 
wells are giving out.” Mr. Birdseye, the old 
Christian man, gathered his family at the altar, 
and with his family he gathered the slaves of 
the household—for bondage was then in vogue 
in Cox necticut—and on their knees before God 
they cried for water: and the family story 
is, that there was weeping and great sob- 
bing at that ajtar that the family 
might not perish for lack of water, and that 
the herds and flocks might not perish. The 
family rose from the altar. Mr. Birdseye, the 
old man, took his staff and walked out over 
the hills, and ina place where he had been 
scores of times without noticing anything par- 
ticular, he saw the ground was very dark, and 
he took his staff and turned up the ground 
and water started; and he beckoned to hisserv- 
ants, and they came and they brought pails 
and buckets until and all the 
family and all the flocks and the herds were 
cared for, and then they made troughs reach- 
ing from theplace down to the house and 
bain, and the water flowed and it isa living 
fountain today. 

Now, I call that old grandfather, Elijah, 
and I call that brook that began to roll then, 
and is rolling sti!l, the brook Cherith; and 
the lesson to me aud toall; who hear it, is, 
when you are in great stress of circumstances 
pray and dig, dig and pray, aud pray 
and Gig. How does that pas- 
sage go? “The mountains shall depart and the 
Lilis be removed. but my loving kindness shall 
not fail.” If your merchandize, if your mech- 
snism,if your husbandry fail; look out for 
ravens. If you have in your despondency 
put God on trial and condemned Hin» as guil- 
ty of cruelty, I move this morning for a new 
trial. If the biography of your life i3 éver 
wr'tten, I will tell you what the firat chapter 
and the middle chapter and the last chapter 
will be about, if it is written accurately. ‘The 
first chapter about mercy, the middle chapter 
sbout mercy, the last chapter about mercy. 
The mercy that hovered over your cradle. 
The merey that will hover over your grave. 
The mercy that will cover all between. 

Again, this story of the text impresses me 
that relief came to this prophet with the moss 
unexpected and with semingly impossible 
conveyance. If it had been a robin- 
sedbreast =o or)2— as maussical meadow 
lark cr a mcek turtledove or a sublime ala- 
batroes that had brought the food to Elijah, 
it would not have been sosurprising. Bat no. 
It was a bird so fierce andinauspicate that we 
have fashioned one of our most forceful and 
repolsive words out of it—ravenous. That 
bird bas @ passion for picking out the eyes of 
men and of animals. It loves to maul the 
sick and the dying. It swallows with vul- 
iurous guzzie everything it can pnt its beak 
on; and yet all the food Elijah gets for six 
‘months ora year is from ravens. So your 
supply is going to come from au unexpected 
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source. Youthink some great-hearted, gea- 
€rous man will come along and give you his 
name on the back of your note, or he will 
security for you in some great enterprise. , 
he will not. God will open thé heart of some 
Shylock towards you. Your relief will come 
from the most unexpected quarter. The 
Providence which seemed ominous will be to 
you more than‘*that§which seemed auspicious. 
It will not bes chaflinch with breast aad 
wing dashed with white and brown aad cheat- 
nut; it will be a black raven. 

Here is where we all make our mistake, and 
that is in regard tothe color of God's provi- 
dence. A white providence comes to ns and 
wesay: “O,it is mercy!” Thenablack pray- 
idence comes teward us. and we say: “Oh, 
that is disaster!’ The white providence 
comes to you, and you have great busiasss 
succes, and you have fifty thousand dollars, 
and you get proud, and you get independent 
of God, and you begin to feél that the prayer, 
“give me this day my daily bread,” is inap- 
prepriate for you, for you have made provision 
fora hundred years. Then a black provi- 
denee comes, and it sweeps everything away, 
and then you begin to pray, and you begin to 
feel your independence, and begin to be hum- 
ble before God, and you cry out for treasures 
in heaven. The black providence brought you 
salvation. The white providence brought you 
ruin. That which seemed to be harsh and 
fierce and dissonant was your greatest mercy. 
It was a raven. 

There was a4 child born in your house. All 
your friends congratulated you. The other 
children of the family stood amazed looking 
atthe new comer, and asked a great many 
questions, genealogical and chronological. 
You gaid—and you said truthfully—that a 
white angel flew through the room and left 
the little one there. That little one stood 
witb its two feet in the very center of your 
sanctuary of affection, and with 
its two hands it took hold 
of thealtar of yoursoul. But one day there 
came one of the three scourges of children-- 
scariet fever, or croup, cr diphtheria—and ail 
that bright scene vanished. The chattering, 
the strange cuestions, the pulling at tho 
dresses as you crossed the 
floor — all ceased. As the great 
friend of children stoeped down and leaned 
towards that cradle, and took the little one 
in his arms and walked away with it inte the 
bower of eternal summer, your eye begaa to 
follow Him, and vou followed the treasure He 
carried, and you have been following them 
ever since; and instead of thinking of heaven 
only oncea week, as furmerly, you are think- 
ing of it all the time, and you are more pure 
and tender-hearted than you used tobe, and 
you are patiently waiting for the daybreak. 
It is not self righteousness in you to acknow!- 
edge that you are a better man than you used 
to be. You area better woman than you used 
tobe. What was it that brought you the 
Fanctifying blessing? Oh, it was the dark 
shadow on the nursery; it was the dark shadow 
on the short grave; it was the dark shadow on 
your broken heart; it wasthe brooding of a 
great black trouble; itwasa raven—it was a 
raven! Dear Lord, teach this people that 
white providencesdo not always mean ad- 
vancement, and that black providences do 
not always Mean retrogression. 

Children of God, get up outof your despon- 
dency. The Lord never had so many ravens 
2s he has this morning. Filing your fret and 
worry to the winds. Sometimes under the 
vexations of life you feel like my little girl 
of four years, who said under some childish 
vexation, “Ob, I wishI could go to heaven 
and see God and pick flowers!” He wilh let 
you go when the riglit time comes to pick 
flowers. Until then, whatever you want, pray 
for. i suppose Elijah prayed pretty much ali 
the time. Tremendous work behind him. 
Tremendous work before him. (God hag no 
spare ravens for idlers or fer people who are 
prayerless. I putit inthe boldest shape po3si- 
ble and I am willingto risk my eternity on 
it; ask God in the right way for what you 
want, and you shall have it if it is best for 
you. Mrs. Jane  Pithey, of Chicago, 
4 well-known Christian woman, was 
left by ber husband a widow with one half 
dollar and a cottage. She was paisied and had 
a mother ninety years of age tosupport. The 
widowed soui every day asked (iod for all 
that was needed in the household, and the 
servant even was astonished at the precision 
with which God answered the prayers of that 
woman, item by item, item by item. One day 
rising from the family altar the servant said: 
“You have not asked for coal and the coal is 
out.” Then they stood and praved for the 
ecal, One hour after that theservant threw 
oyen the door and said: ‘The coal has come.”

Mr. Howells and His Critics. 

The current issue of Harper’s Weekly con” 
tains a very fine portrait of W. D. Howells, 
the novelist, to accompany an appreciative 
biographical and critical sketch from the pen 
of Mr. Henry James. The portrait is prob- 
ably the best that has been given of Mr. 
Howells, and yet there is a suggestion of 
bulk—of beefiness—about it that does in- 
justice to the lithe and active story writer. 

Mr. Henry James’s essay is very pleasant. 
It is polished, and there is a dainty coolness 
about it which shows that the international 
novelist would be glad of an opportunity to 
be a little more critical if the subject of his 
remarks were somewhat more remote. But 
Mr. James acquits himself with dignity, and 
there is no suggestion in his essay that Mr. 
Howells, once upon a time, performed a sim- 
iJar service for Mr. James in the pages of 
the Century magazine; and even to refer to 
that fact seems almost invidious. 

It is to be borne in mind that Mr. Howells 
has invited hostile criticism, not as a novel- 
ist, but asa critic. His literary theories ap- 
pear to be objectionable and they have 
brought down on him the protests of a great 
many thundering editorial writers. The 
point to note, however, is that Mr. Howells’s 
work is distinctly superior to his theories. 

_ One of his theories, for instance, is that style 
doesn’t matter much, and yet his books show 
that no writer is at more pains to clothe his 

_ Sdeas in a felicitous style. 

_ Another of his theories is that literature 

_ has no room for the,emotions and the hero- 

ism that are dear to the readers of romance. 

‘This is true in one sense, but in another 

sense it isnot true. Silas Lapham, for iu- 
stance, strikes us as a very heroic figure, in 

Spite of the patronizing airs with which Mr.

Ja ‘The Undiscovered Country”? we 
have woth heroism and romance, but they 
ale modified by the spirit of our times; by 
the affair that calls itself civilization; by the 
weakness that calls itself culture, and by 
the entanglements that are known as pro- 
gress. 

The Punch and Judy show was once 
nipulated by hand; row it is run by steam. 
This is progress. It once represented amuse- 
ment pure and simple; now it carries with it 
a moral lesson. This is culture. These 
limitations will do very well if we do not 
insist upon them. They do very well if we 
see them as throughaglass darkly. By 
means of his charming style, his daring real- 
ism and his dramatic instinct Mr. Howells 
has been inthe habit of hiding them from 
us, though it is not to be denied that Bartley 
Hubbard left a bad and bitter taste in the 
mouth. 

We are not very sure, however, that the 
newspaper critics are governed by the same 
limitations that are said te govern Mr. How- 
ells. ‘They have several wide seas to sail in 
and he has but one. He must present life 
as he sees it and understands it, or he must 
cease to write. If he pleases and amuses his 
readers, this is quite a feat to perform in this 
day of civilization, progress and calture. 
We could wish, however, that he would 
cease to be a critic and remain always a nov- 
elist.

A Reasonable Explanation. 

For the past few days. our news columns 
have teemed with murders and suicides of 
the most atrocious and revolting description.

Parliament and the Election. 

Americal readers are somewhat mixed in 
their ideas of the general election soon to 
take place acioss the water. 

The indications are that the present pir- 
hament will be dissolved on or about the 
26th inst. On the day of the dissolution or 
the day following, writs will be issued to 
the sheriffs and mayors directing them to 
hold elections and appoint the polling places. 
These oflicers will give notice of a day for 
the romination of candidates, which must 
occur within eight days of the receipt of the 
writs. IJfin any place there is no opposi- 
tion, the nomination elects. Where there is 
opposition, the election in boroughs takes 
place within three days of the nomination, 
and in counties within five days. 

Probably the writs will be issued en the 
27th inst. On the same day, or the next, 
they will reach all the [english returning 
officers. Before the 30th inst. they will 
reach most of the Irish and Scotch ofiicers. 
Dy the Jst of July, therefore, the nomina- 
tions can commence, and the elections may 
begin the following day. With the excep- 
tion of the Orkney and Shetland Islands the 
elections will all be over about the 12th 
of July, but it is expected tbat the general 
result will be known several days earlier. 

So there will be no prolonged excitement. 
The campaign will go ahead with a rush, 
and the world will very soon know what the 
Britons think of the home rule business.

Church Members Enjoined From 
Shouting. 

The colored people of Dallas, Texas, are 
all torn up by a recent decision of the dis- 
trict court. An injunction was applied for 
to restrain the colored members of the An- 
tioch Baptist church trom ‘‘shouting, scream- 
ing and yelling at the top of their voices, 
and running up and down the floor, jumping 
up and down on the same.’’ 

At the hearing of the case the testimony 
was voluminous. The judge was puzzled, 
but after wrestling with the matter two days, 
he finally granted the restraining order in 
the following terms: 

“The constitution guarantees perfect freedom of 
conscience. -No courtof law can dictate howa 
man shall worship, but the exercise of that right 
must not interfere with the rights of another. A 
man has the right to enjoy, but not to injure; the 
right tomaintain, but notto trespass. Shouting in 
religious worship may be a matter of conscience, 
but it does not get beyond state regulations by 
reason of that. I do not think that noise is a part 
of religion, but I may not be a good judge of that. 
It seems to me to be only the result of emotional 
excitement, such as may be found at conventions 
or theaters. It may or may not be necessary in re 
ligion, but it can also be a nuisance. A man hasa 
tight to shout as lopg anid as loudly as he plesies, 
provided he does it where he will not distarb 
others. Sleep is essential, and to roba manof 
sleep is as much an infringement of his rights a3 
if he were robbed of his chattels. The order of 
the court isthat upon petitioners giving bond in 
the sum of $500 the clerk of the court wili issue a 
writ of injunction, restraining the defendants 
from disturbing petitioners or permitting samein 
said church, by joud and unusual or unreasonable 
noise,”’ 


Many white chureh members regard the 


| action of the court as a dangerous precedent. 


It is certainly a new departure. There should 
be no interference with church exercises un- 
til absolutely demanded in the interests of 
society, law and order. 

Punishing a Millionaire. 

The case of Milton Weston, of Chicago, 
excites unusual interest, as it goes to show 
that the law isa much bigger thing than a 
=:illionaire. 

Here are the facts. Weston was a very 
wealthy man. He owned certain nataral 
gas wells in Pennsylvania. To protect his 
property from unscrupulous trespassers he 
armed his employes and ordered them to 
sheot anybody who attempted unlawfully to 
take poszession. Obeying this order his em- 
ployes fired ona party of men, killing one 
and wounding several. Weston was tried, 
convicted of manslaughter and sent to the 
penitentiary for five years. Many million- 
aires in the north and west rallied to the 
rescue of their unfortunate brother and 
madea strong appeal tothe board of par- 
dons. After due consideration, the applica- 
tion for a pardon was rejected, and nothing 
remains for the prisoner but to serve out his 
sentence. ; 

Now, this is almost unprecedented. Worse 
men than Weston have been pardoned, and 
it is thought that clemency is denied him on 
account of his wealth and prominence. Such 
a thing is almost incredible, but when a rich 
man is once fairly downed in a tussle with 
the law it is hard for him to get up. A So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Mil- 
lionaires will soon be needed if this sort of 
thing is to continue.

Is a living 
mud-turtle a deadly weapon? That is what tiie 
town ot Raleigh wants to know, and that is what 
itis going tofind out if there is legaltalent enough 
in North Carolina to decide the momentous point. 
The other day two men had a quarrel in front of 
the markeibouse. Men will quarrel, even in Ra 
leigh. Sometimes a man hits another with his 
fist, and seméetimes he kicks him. Occasionally 
one gocs to the goat for his science and butts. 
But this time one man named Jones seized a plain, 
evitTyday mud-turtule and proceeded, with intent 
to maim. bruise, lame or break up, to whack over 
the head with it another man named Yearby. It 
is NOt Stated what Yearby did to provoke this hard- 
shell treatment, but his head was more thoroughly 
lacerated than it would have been if he had ia- 
dulged in a difference of opinion with a perfect 
geptitman from Boston. ‘The aforesaid turtle 
weighed fifteen pounds, which, hitting a man a!lat 
once, is supposed to be sufficient to make him stop 
and wonder who heis. But, in addition to this, 
the turtle was alive. And now the beautiful point

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OLD VIRGINIA. 


Some Curious Facts and Relics of Her Past 
‘ History. 


From the Baltimore Sun. 

Tobacco in Virginia is indissolubly connect- 
ed with the Powhattan pipe, hence carry ing us 
back to King Powhattan and his Indians. It is 
doubtless for this reason that the principal tobacco 
store in Richmond displays today in its show-case 
two of the chief’s teeth, decorated with ribbons 
and duly inscribed, ‘Jaw tooth and front tooth 
from mouth of King Powhattan.”" Their sizeis one 
and one-quarter inches long, one inch wide, one 
inch lopg, one-half inch wide, respectively. The 
owner of this stock of dentistry, having been 
questioned as to its genuineness, quiekly re- 
plied: ‘‘The identical spot where they were 
found can be seen any day onthe Wicococomico, 
or Nine-Mile road, not far from the battle fieid of 
Seven Pines, and I know the man who picked 
‘em up. I admit they look rather large, butit is 
said tbe king —_— used his club when his teeth 
were on edge, and I suppose they got so big from 
long practice on his enemies.” Powhaitan, for 
the rest, has always been largely a favorite, and 
hundreds of urchins continue to be dabbed on 
first coming into the world with the old savage 
chieftain’s name. Citizers smoke the “Powhat- 
tan” openly about the streets of Richmond, and 
are apparently proud ofthe act when 8o flagrantly 
cau 43 Tennysop, lord and poet, says he has 
tried many pipes, but he never yet found one [to 
equal the genuine red article exported trom the 
Old Domiuion. 

In early Geys jtobacco was exclusively the cur- 
rency used. Even as late asthe time of Jefferson 
we find by the records lately exhumed from files 
of yellow parchments long stored away in a coun- 
try house garret, that thet gentleman, according 
to aletier of acknowledgement from one Fitzger- 
ald, purchased with tobacco a copy of his friend s, 
the eighteenth century philosopher's, ‘‘Eucyclo- 
pedia’’—a work which in its original influences 
set him tothinking about the “‘Rightsof Man,” 
ultimately leeding him upto writing the Declara- 
tion of Independence. In the older days 
still the tithes to the colonial par- 
£ODS were paid in tobacco, sheriffs’ 
fees were charged in tobacco, goods were engaged 
indifferently ‘In cash or tobacco,’’ wives freshly 
imported from old England were purchased, not 
on the auction block, however, as stated by some 
writers, in tobacco—thatis, the expense of their 
voyrge was detrayed by the yielding up of a Cer- 
tain amount ofthe weed. The marriage portion o! 
a young lady of fortune was considered to be 
abovt 50,000 pounds of tobacco, at from seven to 
eight cents per pound. There—thatisnot a mat- 
ter of dollars, to be sure. In 1780 a hogshead of 
prime tobacco fetched in Richmond £75, low 
quality £30. In 1775 the export of tw. 
bacco from the colony was _ 101,825,617 
pounds; in 1875 it was 235,901,913 pounds, 
and the traffic in the article yielded $20,000 009, 
considered a handsome revenue. The state pays 
$6.000,C00 in tobacco taxes to the federa) treasury. 
The prircipal tobacco market centers of the state 
are Rtichmend, Petersburg. Danville and Lyneh- 
burg, ¢acn pulting up the weed in its various 
forms in large factories worked by negroes. The 
cake or plug tobacco is the chief mannfacture, the 
stand-by of the trade, and isinclosed in boxes of 
button wocd from Maine, that tree being preferred 
from the fact that iis timber is free from taste and 
oder, so that it cannot affect the con- 
tents, The sweetened stem*, removed 
from the leaf tobacco before it is made into cakes, 
are shipped to Germany. where they are used in 
the manufacture of snuff for elderly people in 
France, Spain and Italy. where alone it is now 
fashionable for such elderly folks ‘‘to snuff,”’ the 
people of all other countries chiefly using the 
weed for chewing or smoking. The Italian priests 
invariably ‘‘snuft.”’ France and Italy are large 
purchasers of tobacco in the Richmond market— 
that is tosay, the governments of those countries, 
which hold tobacco as a monopoly. 

The Virginia Historical society at Richmond, in 
charge of that well-posted gentleman, Secretary 
Brock, hes acollection of precious relics and cu 
rious bric-a-brac. The mace of the speaker of the 
house of burgesses, the same before which Henry 
impeached George liJ.. stands first on the list. 
Then comes a specimen brick—that is, a brick 
bearing this inscripiion: ‘This brick was taken 
from the ruins of the house in which Pocahontas 
lived as the wifeof John Rolf, at Varina, in the 
county of Henrico: brought to Richmond April 15, 
Is06, by Richard Randolph,” one of her de-cend- 
ants. It is a very good brick, its genuineness is un- 
Gisputed, and a sufficient number likeit would 
rearan excellent house. Some Indian bread, pet- 
rifiea, dues not strike the beholder as very appe- 
tizing. Thecolonial paper curreney on shelves 
looks for all the wontd tie bank of England notes 
cf today, such is the similarity of style, print and 
paper. Evgland keeps up the colonial style in 
Inany respects—she has pot changed it 89 rapidly 
es Virginia found itincumbent and profitable to 
do. A French bronze tablet bears the inscription: 
‘This tablet was placed asamark of the domain 
of King Louis XV.,cen the river Oyo (Ohio) as a 
m¢emorial of the taking possession of the territory 
from the savages in the king's 
name in 1749."’ A nugget of iron is 
sulroundced With morethan usual interest as be- 
inga memorial from Failing Creek, on James 
1.ver, seven miles below Richmond, the site of the 
first iron furvace in America, fouuded ana oper- 
atedby Archibald Cary, known as “Old Ironsides,”’ 
from bis perseveriug attemptin starting this first 
furnace inthe new world, the precursor of the 
thousands that uow ¢ceck the land. The iron 
nnggect wassome of ‘‘O!ld Ironsides’s’’ make—all 
honorto him as tbe father of such a potential 
great judustrial branch! There are relics of 
Washington, Lafayette, eic., and the collecton is 
extremely valuabie and interesting to the histori- 
cal student, especially the archives 
and the unique set of printed 
pamphlets. Its souvenirs of the late war are plen- 
tiful. In these archives are religiously preserved 
land paieuts, state papers, public and private cor- 
respondence of eminent men, miscellaneous man- 
uscripts showing the customs and manonersof the 
peopie from the first settlement. Tu the modern 
reaccr, the ipnerited eccentricities, the quaintness 
of style and Janguage of these manuscripts is rather 
puzzling; but they may be said todisplay consider- 
able polish, if compared with those of the swne 
age of the ancient saxon tongue before it had been 
smoothed Gown by the Norman element and by 
elegant wriers. A marked peculiarity 
ofthe epistolary intercourse is found in the way 
the gentiemen of the past vied with each ocher in 
the exchange cf polite condescensions, actually 
practicing in letters of the most trifling import all 
the ceferentiai pantomime of court etijuetie. * 
bave the honor to be your most ovedient, hum- 
bleservant,’’ was by no means equivalent to say- 
ing “I’)l] whitewash you,” or “l’ll black your 
sboes:’’ it was only court siyle. In many of 
the dccuments are also to be discovered 
treces of the broad distinction in social life which, 
even to a very late period, continued to exercise 
an important inivence upon the iuhabitants, an 
influence which impressed its effects more upon 
Virginians than upon the people of any of the 
older commonwealtns.

roperty andthe education of her children shall 

e delegated to her male kindred, and unless she 
is Teally an aged women she must reside with her 
relatives. So thoroughly are Mexican gentlemen 
imbued with this idea of womanly dependence 
that they do not regard the care of any number of 
bereaved families as an unjust burden, but, ou the 
contrary, when a man marries he virtually ¢on- 
traetsto befriend all the female kindred of his 
lady love and to provide for them if need be. This 
fort of knightly courtesy makes matrimony a se- 
rious mnatter, and perhaps accounts for the number 
of eligible bachelors with which Mexico ebounds: 
but, badinege apart, it is a beautiful costom, and a 
strong proof of the innate chivalry of Mexican 
gentlemen is found in the tact that the estates of 
widows and orphans sre invariably adminixiered 
with eCrupulous bonesty.

Pencil Paragraphs and Editorial Shortstops 
Caught on the Run. 

It is not to be denied that the ill-feeling ex. 
isting between the New England fishermen an@ 
the Canadian government has a serious aspect, 
England has never held back when there wag 
any excuse for a row; and, while she is not anx- 
ious for another brush with the United States, she 
will undoubtedly make it hot for us, if our vessels 
cut too many capers in Canadian waters. 


While Maine is doing her level best to plunge the 
republic into a war with England, it will surprise 
many to learn ibat Georgia came very near doing 
the same thing about fifteen years ago. At that 
time very little was said about the affzir, and the 
details were not made public. 


It happened in this way. In the genera) up- 
heava!] of the reconstruction period one Tunis G. 
Campbell, a pestiferous negro politician, was 
thrown to the surface. After figuring in various 
roles, and doing no end of mischief, he by hook or 
crook secured the position of justice of the peace 
at Darien. This was pie for Tunis. He wasa keen, 
shrewd negro, and the influence he exerted over 
his hordes of black followers on the coast was 
simply immense. His office of justice enabled him 
to pupish his enemies and reward his friends, and 


he was not slow to stretch his authority to almost 
apy extent. 


On one occasion a British vessel touched at Da. 
rien andremained several days. Just as it was 
reacy to leave a negro wemt to Justice Campbeil 
with a bill against its owners. He said that he 
could get no satisfaction from the captain, and 
urged Campbell to adopt speedy and severe meas- 
ures. The black justice was perfectly willing to 
accommodate his friend, and it struck him that it 
was a fine opportunity to distinguish himself. He 
looked through the code and a work on equity, 
He cCidn’t know anything about equity, 
but the title of the book, “Equity Jurispru- 
dence’”’ impressed him favorably, 
Finaliy Ais aittentien was arrested by a 
chapter on that extraordinary remedy, ne exeat. 
Of course it was above his compre hension, but he 
got it into bis head that a writ of ne exeat wasa 
terrible document, and that it would keep aman 
from leaving the state when nothing else would, 


Justice Campbell made up his power/u! mind iz 
aburry. He filed his friend’s suit in his court, and 
set the day of trial twenty days off. Then he set 
to work drawing up a writ of ne exeat to prevent 
the British captain from sailing until after the dis- 
position of hiscase. The writ was an absurd and 
preposterous document. It covered ten pages of 
legal cap, and warned the captain, his officers and 
sailors notto depart without the consent of the 
court, under penalty of fine, imprisonment and 
confiscation. 

The pext thing in order was to serve the writ. 
Here some difficulty arose. The plaintiff in the 
case informed the justicethat the Englishman had 
threatened to throw him overboard, and had said 
that he would servea bailiff the same way. Old 
Tunis Was equal tothe emergency. He called in 
two negro bailiffs, big, strapping fellows, and 
armed them with muskets. Giving them the writ 
he ordered them to board the vessel and remain 
on it until relieved. If any attempt was made to 
weigh anchor they were to shoot. 


The British captain was the maddest man on the 
face of the globe when old Tunis Campbell’s two 
rufhans served the writ and announced their in- 
tention to remain on the vessel. He had only six 
Sailors, and he wanted, if possible, to avoid a 
fight. He concluded to bide histime. The min- 
icons of the law were allowed to strut about the 
deck, and when the sailors ate dinner and 
f&upper rations were also served out to the 
suards. At night the captain set op the 
Whisky. Possibly it was drugged. At all 
events the bearers of the writ of ne exeat for 
got all about-their duty and fell asleep. In this 
condition they were disarmed. tumbled into the 
hold, and the hatches battered down. Then the 
exultant but still indignant skipper weighed ans 
chor and set sail for Savannah. 


As soon as he reached Savannah he landed, 
leaving bis prisoners still confined in the hold, and 
made his way tothe office of the British consul), 
It was a sight to see the gallant tar as he stood 
puffiing, panting and swearing before his gonsul, 
He told the story of his wrongs, and begged that a 

sritish gun boat then in port be sent to Darien with 
instructions to she)] the town. 

“That wouldn’t exactly do,”’ 
sul. 

“We have done such things on less provocation,’’ 
rephed the captain. “Don’t you consider this a 
Casus be)li.”’ 

‘You are right,’’ said the consul, “but we don’t 
want any war with the Uaited States, especially as 
there is nocause forone. You don’t live here, 
and don't understand the situation. Let me exe 
plain.”’ 

He then told the captain all about the recon- 
struction troubles, how the bottem rail was on 
top, how Campbell held his office against the 
wishes of the white people, and assured him that 
the people of Georgia would be delighted witb the 
tnck he bad played on the bailiffs. 

“So you are even,’ said the consul, “and ‘more 
thaneven. You are the heroof the hour. When 
you make your next trip to Darien, Campbell will 
be out of off.ce and probably in jai!. Take my ad- 
vice and let it drop.’’

“It is the sentence of the court that you be

This was years ago. Today, in that same 
little bamlet lives a small farmer, whose wite 
is known as the sweetest singer far and near, 
Two children are their only riches, the great 
world is but a far away echo to them, but love 
and peace make their humble cottage a blessed 
place, and the once ambitious Collin Kings- 
ley now knows that when number seven fell 
on Easter Sunday it proved alucky numeral 
for hiw.

Her p2- 
rents were well to do people, and some of her 
reJations quite wealthy. She received a fair 
education, and when in her twentieth year 
married. 


About twenty years ago she and her hus- 
band came to this country and located in At- 


goods, but both went to work. Mr. Francis is 
a blacksmith and soon found employment at 
his trade. A few years ago, Mrs, Francis con- 
cluded that she 
COULD MAKE MONEY 

by going into the dairy business, and managing 
to geta few dollars together she bought a 
cow and began business. It was on a smal] 
scale but she prospered and after a time she 
had bought a dozen or more cows. The work 
was done by her. She was up early and late. 
After milking the cows she would prepare the 
milk for marketand deliver it to her custom- 
ers. In two years after Mrs. Francis engaged 
in the dairy business she was known by near- 
ly every citizen. She was strictly business 
end went wherever her business called her 

no matter where that was. 

Said Mr. Frank P. Riceto a Constitution 
men: ‘I never saw a person with more busi 
ness tact than Mrs. Francis. She was a work- 
er. She told me once that she often milked 
as many as forty cows, and then come intothe 
city and delivered the milk.

Mrs. Francis invested her money as fast as 
she made it, and her investments always 
proved to be good ones.

ATLANTA PULPITS. 


SYNOPSIS OF SERMONS DELIVERED 
YESTERDAY. 


A Beautiful Day and the Places of Worship Largely 
Attend«d--Some Excellent Sermons by Our 
Home Psstors, Which were Attentively 
Lisvened to, andare Given Brie“y. 


Yesterday wasa beautiful day and the places 
of worship were largely attended. Below is 
given briefly a synopsis of some of the s2r- 
mons preached: 

At the Church of Our Fathe. 

“Religion in Colleges” was the subject 
treated on at the Church of our Father last ev en 
ing. Mr. Chaney took ashistext: “Wisdom is 
justified of her children.” Out of the three hundred 
ard seventy upiversities and colleges in the United 
States in 1884 eighty-two report themselves as non- 
sectarians, the others belong to one or another re- 
ligicus sect. It would seem as if this large pro- 
}ortion of sectarian colleges might satisfy the de- 
mands of sectarian zeal. Two hundred and eigh- 
ty-eight to eighty-two is no small majority, Bat 
the significant fact is that theseetariau c vlleges 
the more in number are less in influence and favor 
then the others. These portentsio the education. 
al firmament are the cause of that alarm/‘and ra3o- 
lute awtipathy to non-sectarian colleges which 
have been expresred in high religious quarters, 

Lr. McCosh, of Princeton, and Presideut Eliot, of 
Cembriecge, have discussed the question for aud 
against sectarian colleges with their accustomed 
vigor and earnestness. It is Greek meeting Greek 
when the Scotch Presbyterian aud the Unitarian 
descendent of the Puritans come together. Each 
side has been stated by them as well as it can be 
statcd. The old-time coliece felt its responsibility 
for the whole welfare of the youth committed to 
its cherge. The new-tme university, with its 


to shift the responsibility for religious nurture upon 
the home, the church, and the preparatory schools. 

Some of the confessed and often lamented boy- 
ishness of well grown college boys.is due to the 
prolonged spring-time which the college rains and 
dews produce. They are in the green wood—those 
college lads—longer than others, and that ac- 
counts for their predigality of sap. They heed and 
reward all the pruning and propping and right in- 
clination they can get, ; 

Mr. Chaney then showed what could be said in 
favor of sectarian colleges. and what their draw- 
backs were on the side of education. He then de- 
scribed the working of non-sectarian universities, 


neutrality. or utter neglect of moral and religious 
training. The proposed solution of the auestion at 
Cambridge, by inviting six clergymen of different 
cenominations to take turns in preaching and 
teaching during the academic year. was cxplained 
and criticised, and finally a plea was made for re- 
ligions teaching and pastoral care in a college 
chureh of no sectarian character or affiliation. 

=uch a church formerly existed at Harvard uni- 
versity, and that was the church which the 
speaker joined. He concluded by making an ear- 
nest plea for the co operation of college and towa 
through friendly interaction of the churches, 
homes and colleges in bringing up the youth in 
the nurture end admonition of the Lord. 


At the First Baptist Church, 


Dr. Hawthorne preached to a crowded house 
on “A Soldier’s Magnanimity and Faith.’ Text: 
“Tl bave not seemtuch great faith—no, not in all 
Israel,’’ 

Said the coctor: 
Jesus hed returned to Capernaum., 
sought by the afilicted and the suffering. A 
Komwan centurion commanded in Capernaum; a 
bumane ofticer, courteous to his men and kind to 
the Jews. He built them asynagogue out of his 
own money,in which to worship the only true 
God. A true _ soldier you may trust 
apy where. A man who is brave and 
faithful on the battlefield will be honest, 
faithful, eenerous and kind in peace. It-has beea 
the custom of the world to crown with civic hon- 
ors those who have distinguished themselves on 
the tented field, and bistory has attested the wis- 
dom of thie custom, Mere was a true soldier. He 
was generous and kind to his servants. Toe man 
whoistrue to his seryants will be true to the 
world. 
his rich master you may be surea true man lies 
beneath that covering of earth. This centurion 
sent for Jesns to heal his servant. There 
were many things in this man to. respect 
and tocommand our high regard. Though rich, 
and high in authority, he felt his roof too humble 
tocommandthe presence of the good and holy 
Lord. So he sent word to Jesus to command, and 
his servant would be healed. When Jesus heard 
this he looked around on the vast multitude, and 
from the depths of his great heart spoke the 
words of my text. 

If all masters and employers were like this noble 
Roivan soldier, true and generous to those under 
them, we would hear of no more labor strikes. 
While railroad kings and monopolists treat lia- 
borers as so many cleds to be kicked 
about, there will be, and ought 
to be, dissatisfaction. Ik is a 
sad omen forany people where despotism begets 
dispair, and dispair begets stupor. Itis a good 
cmen when the wronged are sensitive under oppros- 
sion. Christ made no allusion to this Roman's 
high position, to bis generosity, to his noble char- 
acter, to his honesty orto his humility. He lost 
sight of everything but his great faith. 

On faith depends personal salvation. No re- 
pentance, no redemption, no salvation, no heaven 
without faith. How Christ commends great faith, 
thatto which the great God responds with His 
blessing. Pure, simpletrust, not of the intellect, 
but of the heart: thatisthe faith that opens tha 
door of heaven and lets the sinnerin! Not belief, 
but trust. Devils believe. Christ, eternity, damna- 
tion, hell, are downright realities to them. The 
man who tries to find Christ through hls intellect 
will never find lim. Oh, the blessed peace that is 
born of faith! how we heed it now in this world of 
sorrow and woe, where every hour is crowded 


‘After a sojourn in Gallilee, 


with sin. Bye and vye the wicked will cease from 
troubling and the weary be at rest. 


At the Central Presbyterian Church, 

Rey. G. B. Strickler, pistor, at the morning 
service preached on the subject ‘‘Having a Good 
Conscience,’’ a portion of the [6th verse, 5d chap- 
ter, Ist Peter. 

The buman soul has four different faculties: Un- 
derstanding, will, heart and conscience. By this 
is meant, not that the soul is material with senses 
like our bodies, but that it isa spirituai unit which 
is capable of four different exercises, to-wit: Un- 
derstanding, will, emotion and conscience, and 
the whole soul exercises each.
